ELIMINATING GOVERNMENT 
WASTE. 
That the operation of the United 
States government is far more costly 
and wasteful and inefficient than it 
ought to be is an old story. Years ago 
when Nelson Aldrich was the United 
State's senate's dominating figure and 
was popularly 
believed 
to hold the 
purse strings of the nation he declared 
upon one occasion that he could save 
the country $300,000,000 a year if he 
but had the power to reorganize the 
government so that it would function 
as it should. 
In those days, when a 
billion 
dollar 
budget 
looked big, 
$300,000,000 
was 
a large 
gum; 
but 
if the 
loss 
then 
was $300,- 
000 
the 
loss 
now, 
when 
the 
budget runs to $5,000,000,000 a year, 
must he many times that amount. 
In 
a time when the burden of taxation is 
felt more widely and more severely 
than ever before in American history 
surely public opinion should rally to 
the support of the campaign 
which 
Hoover is undertaking to initiate for a 
reorganization of government depart ­ 
ments which will save taxpayers many 
millions of dollars and which at the 
same time will make the government 
far more efficient and far more re­ 
sponsive to its multiform obligations. 
A great 
many 
illustrations 
have 
been given the public in the recent 
past of the cumbersomeness and lu- 
dricousness With which 
the 
govern­ 
ment now goes about its business in 
many matters as, for example, in the 
bear story told by Mr. Franklin Roose­ 
velt last year in which it was brought 
out that a different branch of the gov­ 
ernment is responsible for each and 
every kind of bear found in this coun­ 
try and in Alaska. In a speech which 
he 
made 
in 
Philadelphia 
recently 
before 
the 
American 
Engineering 
Council 
Mr. 
Hoover 
laid 
special 
stress upon the importance of so reor­ 
ganizing all of the departments of the 
government that they will represent a 
common purpose. 
4T have daily evi­ 
dence in the department of commerce 
of all these forces/’ he said. 
“The 
question of governmental aids to navi­ 
gation is not by any means one of the 
principal functions of our government, 
hut it must be a sore trial to the hardy 
manner. 
He must obtain his domestic 
charts from the department of com­ 
merce, his foreign charts from the na­ 
vy department, and his nautical alma­ 
nac from the naval observatory— and 
he will in some circumstances get sail­ 
ing directions from the army. 
In a 
fog he may get radio signals from both 
the navy and commerce and listen to 
fog horns and 
look 
for 
lights and 
buoys provided him by commerce; if 
he sinks his life is saved by the treas­ 
ury. 
He will anchor at the direction 
of the army who rely upon the treas­ 
ury to enforce their will. 
His boilers 
and lifeboats are inspected by the de­ 
partment of commerce; his crew is 
certieated by one bureau in commerce, 
signed off in the presence of another 
and inspected at sailing by the treas­ 
ury, and on arrival by the department 
of labor. 
It is possible to relate the 
same sort of story in our governmental 
relations to industry, to our domestic 
and foreign commerce." 
It should hardly he necessary for 


Mr. Hoover or anyone else to point out 
the moral oi all this or to explain that 
it most ot these functions were under 
one head economy would result to the 
mariner as well as to the government, 
I'urthermore, in 
addition 
to the in­ 
creased efficiency which would thus 
he brought about and in addition to 
the lessening of waste, another advan­ 
tage, as Mr. Hoover points out, would 
be that certain ol 
tile 
departments, 
like the war department and the navy 
department would he freed of the dis­ 
tractions which now make a serious 
drain upon the lime and thought of 
those who are responsible for tile ex­ 
penditure of sums so large that the 
heads of these departments should be 
in position to give all their energies 
and all their thought and study to the 
functions which properly belong to 
these departments. 
There would he 
besides, in a proper reorganization 
of the government, a great saving of 
the time and energy of the president, 
whose physical and mental powers are 
now* constantly taxed to keep up with 
the multiplying burdens imposed upon 
him under a system w’hich had its be­ 
ginnings in very different times and 
under very different conditions. 
Mr. Hoover told 
his 
Philadelphia 
audience that the 
problem 
of reor­ 
ganizing the 
government 
has 
been 
placed by congress in the hands of “a 
very able congressional joint commit­ 
tee." 
He added, however, that if this 
committee “succeeds in .securing the 
imminently 
necessary 
results it will 
only be by full insistent support to it 
by public opinion." 
Surely this sup­ 
port should not be lacking.

GAME AND FISH 
LAWS REDUCED 


Jefferson City, Mo.. April 25.— 


Violations of the game and fish 


laws ot the state are less preva­ 


lent at this time than ever before 
in the history ol the state, accord­ 
ing 
to 
rim 
Birmingham, 
state 
state game and fish commissioner, 
whose biennial report of the activ­ 
ities of his department is 
ast off 
the press. 
) 
“The market hunter has almost 
disappeared 
from 
Missouri,*' the 
report says, “and with the excep­ 
tion of an occasional ‘pot and mar­ 
ket' hunter who breaks over the 
limit with a consignment of quail. 
we find no game sold or served in 
violation ol lhe state laws and in 
a short time no traces oi' these 
will be le ft/’ 
Mr. Birmingham, in an explana­ 
tory 
introduction to the report, 
declares that there is so lit:Ie cov­ 
er left for game that the principal 
activities of the department 
in 
the future sshould be toward the 
propagation of fish with winch to 
stock the numerous streams of the 
state, especially in the Ozarks. 
A chain of state parks is recom­ 
mended bv Birmingham as one so­ 
lution of the state park problem. 
There now is in the state park 
fund. $2,9.477 representing 5 per 
cent of all hunting and fishing li­ 
censes collected since tho fund 
was created four years ago. 
It 
is planned eventually to purchase 
a state park with this fund, but 
as it would be necessary for the 
legislature to appropriate money 
to help pay for a park if purchased 
at 
this time, nothing has 
been 
done along this line. 
The sales of hunting and fishing 
licenses during 1920 amounted to 
$111,502, exclusive of the non-resi­ 
dents. orthologlsts* and 
tcxeder- 
mists* 
licenses 
issued 
whicn 
amounted to $1,211. 
There was a 
balance of $60,92.7 in the fund on 
January 
I, 1920, and January 
x, 
1921, of $52,076. 
The greatest ex­ 
pense of the department is the 
salary and expense of field depu­ 
tes whose duty is to enforce the 
game 
laws. 
The 
salary , item 
amounted to $41,672 and the ex­ 
penses of these 
deputies 
W’ere 
$30,368 during the year. 
Hatchery 
expenses were $15,000. 
This did 
not include the money spent this 
spring on the construction of a 
mw’ hatchery at Springfield. Mo. 
The report of W. VV. Ellis, su­ 
perintendent of fish hatcheries, Is 
appended to Birmingham’s report. 
He urges that a new’ railroad car 
for the distribution of fish be pur­ 
chased by the state 
and 
urges 
that the hatchery at St. Louis and 
the 
one 
under 
construct on 
at 
Springfield 
be operated 
at 
ca­ 
pacity. 
There w’as planted during 1919 
and 1920. fish from the St. Louis 
hatcheling 
numbering 
554.250 
bass: 92>.230 crappie; 126,260 sun 
fish, and 14.000 cat fish, or approxi­ 
mately 800.00(1 fish in all. 
With the new' hatchery in op­ 
eration. the capacity is expected

era.ee loyalty to tho hest interests 
of the people, and we here give a 
report of our proceedings and the 
conclusions we reached by unani­ 
mous vote. 
After reviewing with the County 
Court ev en ’ step they have taken 
and hearing their reasons, and hav­ 
ing considered the advisability of 
every step they have , taken, we 
tam e to the unanimous conclusion 
that our County Judges are honest 
men; that the steps taken by them 
under all the circumstances were 
the wisest and best steps to have 
been taken under the 
conditions 
which confronted them. 
We here set 
forth 
the 
steps 
taken: 
In June, 1920, our court house be­ 
ing destroyed by fire, the County 
Court come aud stayed upon the 
job, and in the shortest possible 
time had temporary quarters 
for 
our offices and had our valuable 
records taken from 
the 
damp 
vaults and placed in the best quar­ 
ters available! 
To secure 
these 
quarters for a term of two years 
the city officials were persuaded 
not to tear down the old city hall 
which had been vacated for that 
purpose. 
The Court made a loan 
on the brick building across the 
street from the post office 
and 
thereby secured a lease for two 
years on a * building for the collec­ 
tor, county clerk, county court, as­ 
sessor, treasurer, superintendent of 
public schools, county agent 
and 
probation officer. This loan is well 
secured by real estate and personal 
security and brings in a revenue 
of $600.00 a year to help pay rentals 
and expenses of temporary quar­ 
ters. 
After having provided quar­ 
ters, the County Court began to 
take steps toward the building of a 
court house. 
Not being content to 
act on their own judgment, county 
officials, professional men, business 
men and farmers were freely con­ 
sulted and the Court invited all in­ 
terested to confer on the matter. 
As a result a committee of experts 
were secured to look over the old 
structure and ascertain its condi­ 
tion. 
A committee of substantial 
taxpayers was appointed to go over 
the structure with this committee. 
The Circuit Judge was requested 
to and did call a Grand Jury to 
come and go over these matters. 
The Grand Jury then called was 
composed of the following mem­ 
bers: 
C. E. Messerly, J. A. Lamy, 
W. H. Powell, L. M. Monsees, B. F. 
Parker. F. F. Combs, Grant Craw­ 
ford, N. H. Gentry, Wesley Lower, 
G. L. Danield, Victor Lewis and 
Ferdinand Bruehl. 
We feel that 
these names give credence to what­ 
ever they recommend. 
That Jury 
called before it the 
committees 
that had been appointed and with 
representatives of these committees 
went personally over the destroyed 
building. 
They reported that the 
feasible plan was to reconstruct; 
that the foundation and parts of 
the outer wall could he utilized at 
a saving to the county. 
The Coun­ 
ty Court followed this advice. The 
law relative to construction of a 
new court house could not he ap­ 
plied. 
Under the recommendations 
we were repairing or reconstruct­ 
ive an old building. 
Bonds under 
the law as it then stood could not 
be voted for this purpose. 
We had 
to postpone a bond issue until the 
law could lie amended, which was 
done by the last session 
of 
our 
legislature. 
The Court in making 


show that our county courts have 
secured services of architects when 
questions 
of 
remodeling or rein­ 
forcing any of the old structures 
have come up. To have used a com­ 
petitive system would have caused 
delay and would have entailed lar­ 
ger 
expense. 
The 
reconstruction 
must, of necessity, 
be 
upon 
the 
lines of the old court house. To as­ 
certain the facts necessary to an in­ 
telligent procedure it became nec­ 
essary to have an architect go over 
the old structure, see what must he 
torn out, and make plans and speci­ 
fications for a reconstruction. With­ 
out this procedure the court could 
not 
make 
an 
intelligent 
order 
touching a bond issue. 
If we had 
been building a new structure and 
not confined to remodeling and re­ 
construction of the old building, Die 
court 
could 
have 
estimated tho 
price that thp county could afford, 
the bonds could have been voted, 
and then these details gone into. 
However, under the circumstances 
of utilizing the old structure and 
being confined to its general con­ 
tour, it became necessary to ascer­ 
tain these matters in advance, and 
we feel that the county court was 
justified iii doing what it did in this 
matter. 
As to th’ese plans, 
this 
grand 
jury has gone over them thoroughly 
with the architect. 
There is no* 
one who will go over them but will 
know that if the construction fol­ 
lows the lines specified Pettis coun­ 
ty will have one of the most im­ 
posing. convenient, fireproof pub­ 
lic buildings in the state. The space 
of the old structure is so remodeled 
as to make 
use of much 
Waste 
space that w’as in the old and will 
accommodate the needs of Pettis 
county for years to come. 
We have further made inquiry in­ 
to cost of architectural supervision. 
The percent according to schedule 
in Missouri runs from 5 per cent to 
12V2 per cent. 
The county court 
has only gone tentatively into this 
phase and the ofily conclusion on 
that matter at the present time is 
that this service will*not cost this 
county in excess of the minimum 
rate. 
Architectural supervision of 
a fire proof structure is absolutely 
necessary and such construction is 
never 
attempted 
without. 
What 
more can we ask? 
As to the cost of the court house, 
we must remember that fire proof 
structures cost more, but are cheap* 
ast in the end. 
The best 
estimates 
obtainable 
put 
the 
cost -at 
$350,000.00. 
It 
would therefore be Unwise to vote 
on less. 
The voter should temeni- 
ber that the plans are available to 
make the estimate. 
Of course, we 
could build a court house for less 
money, but it would not meet pres­ 
ent needs, let alone the needs of 
the future. 
The old court house was build on 
a 13 rents levy. 
This can be built 
on a 7 cents levy. 
The old court 
house cost each taxpayer assessed 
at $1,000.00, $1.30 per year, esti­ 
mate for twenty years; the new 
court house, if built will cost such a 
taxpayer TO cents per year estimate 
for sixteen years at present assess­ 
ed valuation—$11.20 
in 
16 years, 
and less if valuation and population 
increase. 
We feel that Pettis county voters 
realize that we must have a court 
house. 
To vote this proposition 
down will, in our judgment, cost the 
taxpayers more taxes in the end. 
Thousands of 
dollars 
had to be 
spent in maintenance and providing 
temporary quarters where our offi­ 
cers are not conveniently located 
and our records are in jeopardy. 
Remember that the court house 
when built must he built under the 
law provided. 
It must he left by 
sealed bids to the lowest and hest 
bidder. 
The person 
securing the 
contract must give a 
good and suf 
ficient bond to fully complete ac­ 
cording to plans and specifications. 
If the bids are for less than $350,- 
000.00, the excess bonds will not he 
issued. 
Our conclusion, therefore, is that 
all steps taken by the county court 
were absolutely necessary and were 
to the best interests of the citizens

THE ANGLO-JAPANESE TREATY. 
Premier Hughes of Australia is celer 
brated for frankness of speech. There 
is much interest in what he said about 
America and Australia in a recent dis­ 
cussion of the Anglo-Japanese treaty 
in the Australian house. 
Renewal of 
the Anglo-Japanese treaty was being 
discussed and labor members of the 
house had expressed apprehension 
lest Australia might be drawn into a 
war with the United States. Touching 
upon this aspect of the matter, Pre­ 
mier Hughes said: 
“I have said 
repeatedly 
that the 
chief problem before Great Britain is 
lo draw up a treaty which will pot in­ 
volve us or Britain in a struggle with 
the people of the United States. 
The 
hope of the world depends upon some 
sort of 
an 
understanding between 
America and the Empire, and it is to 
find a way of realizing that hope that 
I he minds of those attending the con­ 
ference should be directed. 
It is un­ 
thinkable and not within the bounds 
of possibility that we should ever take 
part in a struggle against 
America. 
We cannot be bound 
by any treaty 
which we do not ourselves ratify, al­ 
though the practical consequences of 
war between Britain and America, 
whether Japan 
was or w*as not her 
ally, would have to be faced by us.” 
Mr. Hughes is probably right when 
he says that “it is not 
within the 
bounds of possibility” that Australia 
should t$ke part in a war against the 
United States, for the war that he is 
thinking about is evidently a war be­ 
tween the United States and Japan. 
The significant part of his statement 
is the plain intimation contained in it 
that, as the Anglo-Japanese treaty 
now stands, there might be some ob­ 
ligation upon Great Britain to stand 
by Japan in such a conflict. This may 
be merely Mr. Hughes's opinion, his 
own interpretation of the treaty, but 
it is disturbing to find that he appar­ 
ently holds such a view, and it is likely 
to revive interest in this country in the 
subject of the gritish-Japanese pact. 
Certainly, if the present agreement 
between Great Britain and Japan af­ 
fords any real ground for such an in­ 
terpretation, the Australian premier is 
right in his insistence that revision of 
the treaty should be carried out in 
such a way as to eliminate all ambigu­ 
ity on this score and fix the position of 
Great Britain with absolute clearness.
